The  Cruelty  of  Chaining  and 
Neglecting  Dogs. 


Dogs  are  our  friends  and  companions.  They  are  the  most 
affectionate,  active,  lively,  intelligent  and  friendly  of  animals  ;  but 
large  numbers  of  them  live  in  a  condition  of  awful  aud  quite 
undeserved  wretchedness ;  chained  in  dull  backyards,  exposed  to 
the  bitter  cold  of  winter  and  the  burning  heat  of  summer ; 
without  protection  from  rain,  snow,  frost  or  sun,  without  bedding, 
without  proper  or  sufficient  food  and  water ;  prisoners  for  life, 
on  short,  heavy  chains  ;  lonely,  neglected,  unloved  and  hopelessly 
miserable. 

FRANTIC  FOR  LIBERTY. 

Hungry,  thirsty,  shivering,  cramped  from  cold  and  want  of 
exercise,  frantic  for  their  liberty,  they  bark  and  howl,  hoping 
that  someone  will  pity  them,  release  them  from  the  maddening 
torture  of  their  chains,  give  them  food,  warmth,  comfort, 
companionship,  and,  above  all,  freedom. 

DOGS  NEED  LIBERTY  AND  EXERCISE. 

No  one  has  any  right  to  chain  a  dog  up  by  the  njeck, 
condemned  to  total  inactiou.     Dogs  do  not  want  to  be  always 


lying  down,  quiet  and  still.     They  want  to  run  about,  to  use 
their  limbs  and  their  intelligence,  and  to  enjoy  their  lives. 

DOGS  SHOULD  NEVER  BE  CHAINED. 

They  should  be  loose  about  the  house  and  premises.  If  that 
is  not  always  [Ossible,  they  should  have  a  licLle  house,  with  a 
good  thick  bed  of  clean,  dry  straw,  and  a  yard  or  run  attached, 
in  which  to  move  about ;  and  should  be  exercised,  for  an  hour 
or  more,  at  least  once  daily. 

GROSS  AND  WANTON  CRUELTY  TO  KEEP 

THEM  OTHERWISE. 

Those  w^ho  will  not  keep  dogs  in  freedom,  comfort  and 
happiness  should  not  keep  them  at  all.  It  is  great  and 
inexcusable  cruelty.
